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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1, 12-18 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,568,723 to Murphy et al. 

Murphy et al. disclose a keeper (26) defining an internal cavity (figure 3a; cavity with 26 
a); a housing (28) constructed to form a keeper recess (figure 4a; recess defined by two prongs 
extending from the housing) to fit enclosably over at least part of said keeper (figure 2a); a cam 
(36); said keeper selectively engages the keeper recess within said housing (figure 2a); and said 
cam selectively engages said keeper within the internal cavity of said keeper (cam will engage 
26a). 

As concerns claim 12, said housing comprises integral supports in said housing interior, 
said supports enhancing structural integrity (walls of housing are integral and provide support). 

As concerns claim 13, engagement means (36) for said keeper to engage the keeper 
recess such that at least part of said keeper engages the keeper recess within said housing (figure 
2a). 

As concerns claim 14, said keeper includes a raised portion (figure 3a). 
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As concerns claim 15, said engagement means comprises a solid cam (figure 6a), said 
cam engaging the keeper cavity and urging said keeper to engage the keeper recess within said 
housing (cam engages with 26a; urging the keeper and keeper recess together). 

As concerns claim 16, said engagement means comprises a slotted cam (36 has slots) that 
urges said keeper to engage the keeper recess (when 36 is rotated to contact 26a, the keeper and 
keeper recess are urged together). 

As concerns claim 17, said engagement means comprises a wedge (36). 

As concerns claim 18, said engagement means urges said keeper to engage said keeper 
recess such that about 10 percent or more of the surface area of said keeper engages said keeper 
recess (figure 2a; 10% or more engaged). 

As concerns claim 21, said engagement means urges said keeper to engage said keeper 
recess such that between 10 and 50 percent or more of the surface area of said keeper engages 
said keeper recess (figure 2a; 10% or more engaged). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-11, 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 22-30 are allowed.
